Many 
persons write upon it. It is ab- 
sorbent, too. It hears. In a sense 
it is like the Atlas missile. It 
receives messages from other 
persons. It stores them. And 
then, later, it repeats them. 


One might say, “Be prudent 
and careful, Oh, parents, of what 
you say and do and what values 
are honored in your house.” 


There is need for such warning 
because quite irrevocably, the 
young mind, which stores all it 
hears and sees, will repeat the 
message. It may be in garbled | 
form, or an accurate one. But | 
let none fail to understand the 
fact of it. 


An Individual 


Young Pasternak, hearing the 
intellectuals of his youth talk of 
the values by which they lived, 
learned to be an individual. He 
came to appreciate, too, the fact 
of life itself. Life is a precious 
thing. It may become intolerable. 
It can be or elevated. 
The young man or woman who 
sees his parents honor those 
things which are worth honoring, 
and who sees them loyal to the 
value of the individual and the 
dignity of man, will have some 
of that in his or her fiber. 


So it was with the young Pas- 
ternak—listening to the great 
musicians, philosophers, painters 
and writers who came and visited 
at his home. He heard little 
that was cheap, shallow or taw- 
dry. 


His father and mother are long 
dead. But they have an immor- 
tality. in his mind. The values 
they gave him, perhaps uncon- 
sciously, are his. Not even the 
sharp, coercive knife of Com- 
munist terror or the bludgeon of 
regimentation could dissect them 
out of his personality. 


So we read how Dr. Zhivago, 
resenting the continued frustra- 
tion and fundamental dishonesty 
of Marxist society, said: 


“But first, the idea of social 
betterment as it is understood 
since the October revolution 
doesn’t fill me with enthusiasm. 
Second, it is so far from being 
put into practice, and the mere 
talk about it has caused such a 
sea of blood, that I am not sure 
that the end justified the means. 
And last—and this is the main 
thing—when I hear people speak 
of reshaping life it makes me 
lose my self-control and I fall 
into despair. 


About Life 


“Reshaping life! People who 
can say that have never under- 
stood a thing about life—they 
have never felt its breath, its 
heartbeat—however much they 
have seen or done. They look on 
it as a lump of raw material 


touch. But life is never a ma- 
terial, a substance to be molded. 
If you want to know, life is the 
principal of self-renewal, it is 
constantly renewing and remak- 
ing and changing and transfigur- 
ing itself, it is infinitely beyond 
your and my obtuse theories 
about it.”

Can Nasser Hold 


Communist Tide? 


President Nasser of the United Arab 
Republic is finding the going difficult in 
Syria where he has been forced to crack 
down on Communists who have been try- 
ing to sabotage his program and the union 
itself. 


Here again we see the strange situa- 
tion of President Nasser trying to close 
the floodgates which he himself opened. 
He does not like Arab Communists but 
he does like Russian ones. He has just 
concluded a far-reaching economic agree- 
ment with Moscow, including a huge 12- 
year loan at 2% per cent interest to build 
airfields. 


In the agreement, too, are clauses cov- 
ering mineral production, oil prospecting, 
machinery, chemicals and textile facto- 
ries. These bring an influx of Russian 
technicians and agents into the region. 
The eventual aim of Communist domina- 
tion of the Middle East remains the same. 

Next door to Nasser’s U.A.R. a new 
explosion is brewing. Moscow has been 
gunning for a Communist takeover in 
Iraq since the revolution there last sum- 
mer. The Communist Party is the strong- 
est political force in that country and its 
members hold key government positions. 

The Iraqi demonstrations against U.S. 
Asst. Secy. of State William Rountree 
last week were directed by the Reds. 
They are beating down pro-Nasser eie- 
ments, a fact of which the U.A.R. chief 
is not unaware. 

Western diplomats now believe the 
time is ripe for bringing Nasser back into 
the Western camp. But it is not too clear 
what Nasser himself wants. Certainly 
events in Iraq and within Syria should 
convince him that the Communist pro- 
gram calls for his downfall.

Crime Rate Increase 


Follows National Trend 


Atlanta’s crime rate in 1958, while 
like that of the nation in that it has in- 
creased, was not as high as that of most 
cities of comparable size. 

Crime records reflect the recession 
and unemployment. 

The rate is up in the areas of theft. 
Robbery, larceny, burglary and auto- 


mobile thefts are higher than ever in. 


every city and state of the nation. 

Atlanta showed a gratifying decrease 
in cases of assault, 34 fewer than last 
year for the first 11 months. The -in- 
creases in some categories were quite 
small. Police could point to 83 cases of 
murder as solved. Police have done an 
excellent job of recovering stolen prop- 
erty. More than $1,500,000 of stolen 
goods have been returned to owners. 

Atlanta, also like other cities, can do 
with an increase in the number of police. 
Funds for additional training and for ad- 
dition of patrolmen in some areas would 
also be of help. All in all, despite the in- 
creases, the Atlanta force compares well 
with the national average.

Moscow Blasts Away 
But West Stands Firm 


Moscow still is blasting away with its 
tough line on West Berlin. 

At the closing session of the Supreme 
Soviet on Christmas Day, Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko threatened war 
against the American continent unless 
the dispute is settled. Leaving the door 
open to counterproposals to the Rus- 
sian’s “free city” idea, he rejected in ad- 
vance what these counterproposals are 
certain to be. 

Washington apparently is not too upset 
by the threats. Secretary Dulles seems 
convinced that Khrushcheviwill not start 
a military.clash over the Berlin issue. 
Gromyko’s outburst is considered to be 
more of the same old bluster. 

Whether this assessment is correct or 
not, the West is standing firm against 
the threat to force it out of West Berlin. 
NATO ministers, meeting in Paris last 
week, backed vigorously a policy of stay- 
ing in Berlin at any cost—even at the risk 
of war. 

Moscow, however, is almost certain to 
keep hammering away on the theme of 
making Berlin a “free city.” That, of 
course, would mean its eventual absorp- 
tion by the Reds. 

Neither the West nor Moscow has 
shown any signs of backing away from 
their stands on German unification. We 
insist on free elections before unification. 
The Soviets show clearly they have no 
intention of loosening treir grip on East 
Germany. Unification to Moscow means 
making all Germany a Communist state. 

The situation will continue to chal- 
lenge the best in Western nerves and 
diplomacy. But to withdraw from West 
Berlin without unification would be a 
calamity, as great as war. The West must 
stand firm.

Wins Newnan’s Favor 


Newnan, county seat of Coweta Coun- 
ty, is closing out the year commending a 
step for better health.

At year-end, the Newnan Water and 
Light Commisssion issued this statement: 

“After more than six months of flu- 
oridated water in Newnan, the physicians 
and dentists join in expressing gratifica- 
tion at the results obtained and the en- 
thusiastic acceptance and approval by the 
general public.” 

The statement comes from a group 
known in Newnan or any other city as 
careful and conservative.

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Chamblee Principal Says ‘Apron Strings’ 
Block Child’s Declaration of Independence 


Chamblee — Parents face diffi- 
cult decisions in trying to decide 
just how much help to offer chil- 
dren. Parents refuse to note the 
wide differences, not only in chil- 
dren of their own families, but in 
children in general. 


A lot of this has to do with the 
cleverness on the part of parents 
as to how slowly but surely to 
sever the apron strings, thereby 
making the processes of inde- 
pendency, self-determination and 
self-discipline strong in individual 
children. Some children see early 
in life that they will be able to re- 
ceive very little in the way of for- 
mal guidance, especially in the 
area of formal education from 
their parents, and so become 
quite independent in their think- 
ing and learn te master their own 
efforts. 

During this century each group 
of children has climbed higher on 
the educational ladder. As a re- 
sult today’s children can and do 
expect far more guidance in their’ 
educational endeavors from par- 
ents than has been true in the past. 

Statistics show that when to- 
day’s high school graduates enter 
college, many of them who had 
had almost straight A’s through- 
out high school either flunk out of 
college or barely creak by. This 
is not necessarily the result of the 
difference in grading between 
high school teachers and college 
professors, but rather it has been 
the inability on the part of par- 
ents to train children for this radi- 
cal change in the tempo of free- 
dom involved. 

The solution is not an easy one, 
More adult education directed be- 
tween college and parent might 
be part of the answer. Grades 
given out monthly, instead of 
quarterly, might also help. It may 
be that we have to wait another 
hundred years until the educa- 
tional level of the great American 
public has perhaps risen to the 
college level, but at least it gives 
us something to think about.

In Louisville Plan 


Atlanta—I have been interested 
in Harold Martin’s fine effort to 
keep the issue of public schools 
before the people of Atlanta and 
Georgia. Recently he advanced 
a three-school system — white, 
Negro and integrated. 

This plan has two serious de- 
fects: (1) the additional cost—we 
are barely supporting a dual sys- 
tem; (2) the social pressure 
would be such that only the rare 
white parent would choose an in- 
tegrated school. It is unlikely 
that the Supreme Court would 
approve this as desegregation. 

Why not consider a simple 
plan that is working in Louis- 
ville, Ky.? Louisville’s school pop- 
ulation is about 30 per cent Ne- 
gro, a ratio very similar to At- 
lanta’s Louisville’s total popula- 
tion is 18 per cent Negro—the 
difference stems from the large 
number of white students who for 
years have attended parochial 
schools.) This is the third year 
the Louisville plan has been in 
operation.

MelIntosh Named for Clan 


Of Soldiers and Statesmen. 


McIntosh County, a southeast coastal county, was created from 
Liberty County in 1793, ranking 17th in order of creation. It was 
named for the McIntosh clan who produced many Georgia soldiers 
and statesmen. Darien, the county seat, is on the site of Ft. Darien, 
the military post established at New Inverness, the original name 
of the settlement. 


Scotch Highlanders settled in the area to defend the exposed 
Southern colonial frontier. An early historian noted, “In frequent 
wars with the Spaniards, the brave little Scotch colony was almost 
completely obliterated.’’ But they stood fast and held south Georgia 
for Britain, and later America. Other strongholds 
were Ft. Barrington, on the Altamaha River, 
and Ft. King George. There are ruins of a fort 
on Blackbeard Island and ruins of a Spanish fort 

a and mission on Sapelo Island. 


“/ Darien was founded in 1735 and for many 
years was one of the state’s most active towns. 
On June 11, 1863, Union troops landing from four 
steamers and gunboats burned the town. Today 
Darien is the shrimp capital of Georgia, shipping 
out 2.5 million pounds annually. 


McIntosh County has 6,500 residents (1957 estimate), ranking 
143rd in population (1950 census). Darien had 1,380 residents ‘1950 
census). Other towns in the county are South Newport, Jones, Cox, 
Ridgeville, Ardrick, Joanna, Townsend, Warsaw, Pine Harbor, 
Crescent, Valona and Meridian. Offshore is Wolf Island. 


McIntosh County covers 431 square miles, ranking 5ist in size. 
A large portion of the land is low and swampy, unsuited for farm- 
ing. There were 186 farms, averaging 200 acres, in the county in 
1955. About 75 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 
1.3 per cent in harvested croplands. Harvested croplands decreased 
from 3.368 acres in 1925 to 490 acres in 1954,

Woodruff applauded his Florida line, which restricted seven of 
10 foes to one TD, as “the best line I’ve had at Florida.” 

Quarterback Captain Fred Miller. a one-time Georgia end, intro- 
duced the Florida coach as Professor Woodruff, referring, of course, 
to his new contract. Under the terms of his new deal at Florida, 
Woodruff is no longer under the control of the Board of Control but 
answers directly to President J. Wayne Reitz. 

“After 20 years of coaching, it’s great to be on the faculty,” 
Woodruff remarked, “but the coaches are the only professors 
who must grade their students’ final exams before 40,000 fans.” 

In a serious vein afterwards, Woodruff proclaimed his Gators 
ready for combat. Fullback Charlie Roberts is the only man who 
won't don pads. 

“You never know about this game,” Woodruff said, “‘but our 
boys seem in a good frame of mind. They’re playing a mighty fine 
football team, of course, and they’re up against perhaps the finest 
offense they’ve faced all year: We've studied movies of Ole Miss 
games for several days now, and they can move that ball.” 

An hour or so later, Coach Vaught and his Ole Miss squad 
checked into their Roosevelt Hotel headquarters. 

While waiting for an elevator, Vaught returned Woodruff’s 
compliments. 

“Judging from the movies of Florida’ s games, it’s hard to 
figure how any team scored on Florida,” Vaught said.

Vaught, steering the Rebels into their second bowl game this 
year—fifth in six years—seemed pleased with the physical condition 
of his squad.

ROCKMART — 
Christmases have come and gone 
since that “terrible wreck at John- 
son's Crossing,”’ but for Rockmart 
old-timers every Christmas season 
brings with it the memory of the 
railroad disaster that snuffed out 
the lives of 20 persons and injured 
more than 50 others. 


The stark horror of the events 
that turned the Yuletide season 
of 1926 into a “‘Black Christmas” 
for this peaceful north Georgia 
city remains especially vivid in 


the minds of those who witnessed | 


the grisly aftermath of the crash 
and who would like to forget what 
they saw.

People like Dr. Thomas C. Mc- 
Bryde, now 80, a general practi- 
tioner in Rockmart for 56 years; 
W. B. Cochran, now 68, an under- 
taker here in 1926, and H. M.
